Telle of Call. 

Hawley testified that he called Mr. Dar- 
row on the telephone about.9 o’clock on the 
morning of Nov. 28 and asked him to come 
to the Socialist campaign headquarters for 
a political conference with himgelf and Job 
Harriman. 

Hawley corroborated the testimony of Job 
Harriman as to the latter’s movements on 
the morning of Franklin’s arrest as well as 
clearing up the much discussed telephone 
call which drew Darrow practically to 
Franklin’s side when Detective Samuel lL. 
Browne took Franklin into custody. Haw- 
ley was under cross examination when court 
adjourned until tomorrow. 

Under Prosecutor Ford’s questioning, Haw- 
ley acknowledged he had been interested in 
damage suits brought against the Los An- 
geles Times by the families of the men 
killed in the blowing up of the Times build- 
ing. Ford charged the witness with “ stimu- 
lating lawsuits against the Times,” and 
in reply to a protest against that line of 
questioning declared he would show that the 
witness was actuated by the same malice as 
the perpetrators of the crime. 


Darrow Warned by Hawley. 

Asked by Ford concerning his first conver- 
sation with Mr. Darrow, the witness said the 
subject of it happened to be Bert Franklin. 

“T saw Franklin running about the offices 
in hig shirt sleeves,” said Hawley, “and I 
asked Derrow if Franklin was working there. 
He said he was, and I told him Franklin was 
a good man to fight shy of. Mr. Darrow re- 
plied that Franklin bad been highly recom- 
mended by Joe Scott and others.” 

Scott was an associate counsel in the Mo- 
Namara defense. 

Frank Fowler, an attorney employed by a 
large traction company, was a witness at the 
afternoon session. He characterized as an 
infamous lle the testimony of A. J. Krue- 
ger, a talesman in the McNamara case, that 
he had attempted to bribe Krueger with an 
offer of $4,000.

Doesn’t Blame Constituents. 

He continued: “I think that.if the case 
were properly stated senators will not vote 
to turn me out, or at least not all of them, 
because of their fear of the trust press, but 
because they have read the lies constantly 
published in the trust press of the country for 
the last two and a quarter years, and they 
have not read the records and they will vote 
as their constituents back home believe. 

“I do not blame the constituents for so 
believing, but I cam justly criticise a sen- 
ator for not knowing the record.

Mr. Lorimer then quoted a letter from Max- 
well Edgar, saying he had made tha Inter 
i national Harvester company pay into the 
public treasury of Cook county 6800, 000 in 
back taxes and raised their taxes for the 
future from $15,000 a year to $75,000 a year. 

Edgar also said that THe CHICAGO TRIB- 
UNE and the Daily News should be taxed 
upon their valuation. 


Takes Up Speech by Taft. 

Mr. Lorimer here took up the speech deliv- 
ered by President Taft in Boston during the 
primary campaign. in that speech Mr. Taft 
asked the people of Massachusetts if Col. 
Roosevelt had given him a square dea! in 
linking his name with that of Lorimer. The 
president asserted that any influence Lori- 
mer gave in his favor was not because he 
liked him (the president) but because he felt 
more bitter toward Mr. Roosevelt. 

“It ie not the fact,“ Mr. Lorimer declared. 
Never have I announced publicly, so that 
it might s to the ears of the president, my 
feeling toward him or toward Theodore 
Roosevelt, and I did not support the presi-

“TI shall not discuss whether or not I was 
bitter toward either of them or felt any ani- 
mosity to either. But the reason I supported 
the president was I believed, as he believed. 
in constitutional and representative govern- 
ment. 

Praises Taft Message. 

“TI believe, as he believes, in constitutional 

and representative government. I believe, as 
he believes, that the courts of the land in 
their decision should not be subject to the 
mob. It was because he wrote on that sub- 
ject. and submitted to this eenate a message 
the equa! of which has never been written in 
the history of this countr¥—not even exclud- 
ing the letters of the Fedéralist—it was be- 
cause of his position for the perpetuity of the 
institutions of this government that I chose 
him as against Theodore Roosevelt. 
It he had held the same opiniones as Col. 
Roosevelt I would not have voted for either 
of them, nor would I lend what little infiu- 
ence I have to either of them. 

“ But when the president took that letter 
into Maseachusetts and read it, unless I have 
been misinformed,. he was misstating the 
facts in the case. I hope I have been misin- 
formed.

money I can find. I will either read it all or I 
will give the benefit of the doubt to the ac- 
cused. : 

“I challenge no senator for casting his vote 
against me in the last congress I complain 
about no senator who cast his vote against 
me in the last congress. I have no {ll will or 
bitterness in my heart toward any senator 
that cast his vote against me in the last con- 
gress. But it does seem to me that when I 
was on trial I should have been tried by the

Mr. Lorimer further quoted the president's 
references to his talks with Senators Borah, 
Root, Burton, and Lodge, and asserted he 
had no objection to their making speeches. 
He said when he served with Senator Burton 
in the house he teld him Gov. Deneen would 
not be a candidate for the senate, and that 
he intended to try to induce his friends to 
join with other men to elect Shurtleff. 

Had Senator Crawford been informed by 
members of the senate who knew the fact, 
Mr. Lorimer said, he never would have stat- 
ed that Lorimer organized the legislature, 
having dark lantern schemes in mind for the 
purpose of electing himself to the United 
States senate. 


Points to Lodge’s Case. 

Mr. Lorimer declared he had no objection 
to Senator Lodge's voting against him, but 
surely,” he continued, when a Democrat 
votes for me and for the same reason, for 
the same consideration, that another Demo- 
erat votes for Senator Lodge, I believe I am 
entitled to the same consideration of opinion 
as people gave to him. 

There was a fight in Massachusetst,“ 
said Lorimer, “‘ There were belligerent Re- 
publican members of the general assembly 
who feared that some of them might vote 
against Senator Lodge.

Lorimer claimed, there were twenty-six 
Democrats who held the same view toward 
Lorimer. They knew that Lorimer's ideas of 
the American foreign policy were similar to 
those of the senator from Massachusetts, and 
if anything, that he would go a little further 
in making treaties with foreign governments. 

„ Twenty-three of those Democrats voted 
for me; two more would have voted if we 
had, had a second roll call.

The Woman's City club bas issued a state- 
ment urging its members to do all in their 
power to prevent the extension of the fran- 
chise of the Chicago Reduction company, 
which would mean giving $47,600 for the 
reduction of the city garbage. 

Henry Solo- 
mon, chairman of the city waste committee, 
and Miss Mary McDowell, vice chairman of 
the committee, has been sent to every mem- 
ber of the club. It urges a uniform system 
for the reduction of waste and the advice of 
an expert in arranging the system. 

In the minds of many the money paid to 
the reduction company is supposed to cover 
the entire cost of destroying all the garbage,” 
the letter reads.

What It Costs City. 


“It costs the city hundreds of. thousands 
of dollars for collecting this garbage, paying 
salaries, supporting loading stations, repair- 
ing barges and wagons, caring for the horses, 
and ward stations. , 

“The commission which has been investi- 
gating the way in which other cities are 
handling the matter undoubtedly has given 


the city a careful statement as far as the 


question of reduction goes. It did not, how. 
ever, examine into the way in which other 
countries, far ahead in questions of sanitary 
matters of our cities, are solving the problem. 
We need a cleansing department which wil! 
consider every part of the problem. 

“The Woman's City club wishes to go on 
record as opposed to a piecemeal job. The 
needs of a city demand that we create a 
cleansing department which shall heve 


charge of freeing our entire community of 
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the evils ot the present system. We believe 
both the health department and the depart- 
ment ot publie works would welcome a new

\| Household Hints.

Meats for Lunches. 


HE needs of travelers, people at picnics 
or out of door parties, church suppers, 
etc., have been provided for by the mak- 
ers of cook books for several centuries 
back. Recently in a splendid and sensible 

old book, published In 1730, I have found an 
idea in reference to a nice means of carrying 
cold meats when traveling that is worth remem- 
bering. 

If instead of the loaves mentioned small rolls 
were used, the inside buttered before they were 
filled with a dainty minced meat, we should 
have a variation on the sandwich. The follow- 
ing is the recipe in question: 

“Traveling Loaves.—Take chickens or pullets, 
pheasants or partridges or rabbits, and a neck 
of mutton or lamb, and roast it off cold, and cut 
your fowl in joints and your mutton into cut- 
lets; take large French loaves of three pence 
apiece, or other bread; cut a hole in the top 
and scoop out the most part of the crumbs; you 
may put fowl into one loaf, mutton or lamb into 
another, a salad-mogundy into -another, and 


little salt in a paper with your fresh meat; and 
as you travel you may eat anywhere on the 
road in your coach . , without staying 
by the way.” 


The author of this reat had served as cook 
for lords on “splendid embassies,” for earls 
and barons and for great generals sent into 
Spain and elsewhere to command. He thus had 
ample experience in preparing food for travel- 
* expeditions. 

The next recipe is somewhat rambling. It 
was written out for a certain pastor's wife when 
her husband changed from one charge to an- 
other. She: vouches for the excellence of the 
meat so prepared in a large quantity. 

„ Pressed Fresh Meat.—Take the lower end of 
the shin for the sake of the jelly and the lower 
part of the round for the solid meat. Boil the 
two together slowly until the meat drops off 
the bone.
